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PRB-1  Codified  in  Massachusetts 


Badger  Contesters 


A  new  law  in  Massachusetts  will  put  the 
language  of  the  FCC's  federal  preemption 
of  state  and  local  laws  affecting  amateurs 
(PRB-1)  on  the  books  in  that  state  when  it 
takes  effect  next  year. 

H-2782,  a  bill  in  the  Massachusetts 
legislature,  was  written  by  ARRL  Volunteer 
Counsel  Thomas  Carrigan,  WAIN  VS,  in 
1992.  The  bill  was  passed  by  both  cham¬ 
bers  of  the  legislature  earlier  this  year,  then 
sent  back  to  the  legislature  by  Governor 
William  Weld,  for  modification.  Both 
chambers  of  the  legislature  then  enacted  the 
bill  in  the  last  week  of  this  year's  legislative 
session  and  sent  it  to  the  governor,  who 
signed  the  bill  into  law  on  November  21. 

The  bill  becomes  law  90  days  after 
signing,  and  is  assigned  to  Chapter  225  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Eastern  Massachusetts  ARRL  Section 
Manager  Phil  Temples,  K9HI,  said  "Like 
PRB-1,  the  new  Chapter  225  does  not  give 
amateurs  a  green  light  to  do  anything  they 
want  to  do  with  their  antennas.  You  are  still 
bound  by  the  zoning  laws  of  your  city  or 
town,  and  you  will  still  have  to  go  through 
the  same  process  for  approval  that  you  have 
to  go  through  now. 

"So  what's  the  difference?  Now,  when 
you  go  to  your  town  hall,  you  can  point  to  Chapter  225  as  requiring  that  local 
regulations  be  reasonable.  If  you  should  find  it  necessary  to  go  to  court  for  satisfaction, 
you  can  choose  state  court  or  federal  court.  State  court  trials  would  be  less  expensive, 
but  the  precedents  set  in  PRB-1  cases  do  not  transfer  to  Massachusetts  courts,"  Temples 
said. 

Carrigan  has  written  a  primer  for  Massachusetts  hams  on  what  the  new  law  means.

First  Draft  of

It  is  a 
first  draft,  and  may  be  changed 
before  being  assigned  a  number  for 
introduction  on  the  Assembly  floor.

(R-Endeavor)  office  told  BSSS  that 
the  bill  most  likely  will  be  intro¬ 
duced  on  the  House  floor  in  March, 
1996.  As  soon  as  the  bill  has  a 
number,  we  will  publish  complete 
the  complete  text  and  the  bill's 
number.

It’s  easy  enough  to  hook  your  2-meter 
handie-talkie  to  a  mobile  antenna  and  12V 
power  supply.  But  how  do  you  get  enough 
audio  volume  out  of  the  tiny  thing?  It’s  a  pain 
and  a  problem! 

Here’s  a  very  easy  solution.,  if  you  have  a 
cassette  player  in  your  car  radio.  Radio  Shack 
(and  others?)  offer  a  device  that  lets  a  portable 
CD  player  dump  audio  into  an  in-car  cassette 
player.  It’s  for  a  1/8"  stereo  plug  on  one  end. 
The  other  end  looks  like  a  tape  cassette.  It  uses 
no  batteries! 

To  use  it,  you  slip  the  "fake"  cassette  end 
into  your  cassette  player,  plug  the  stereo  plug 
into  your  portable  CD  player,  then  let  your  car 
radio  amp  do  all  the  hard  work. 

You  can  also  plug  the  stereo  plug  into  the 
earphone  jack  on  your  HT!  You’ll  get  2-meter 
audio  out  of  half  your  car’s  speakers,  but  that’s 
plenty,  and  you’ll  have  all  the  amplification  you 
can  stand. 

Radio  Shack  calls  this  device  a  "Compact 
Disc  Cassette  Adapter."  It’s  stock  number  12- 
1951,  and  will  set  you  back  about  $20.  A  deal!

New  Year  to  See

No.  27:  SURGE  PROTECTORS 

Even  your  ancient  XT  deserves  a  surge  protec¬ 
tor.  These  devices  intercept  high  voltage  spikes, 
sometimes  only  a  few  picoseconds  in  duration,  that 
come  down  the  line  (fairly  often)  and  have  the 
potential  for  damaging  components  in  your  power 
supply,  on  the  motherboard,  or  anywhere  else 
inside  the  computer. 

Pick  one  up  at  your  local  Ace  Hardware  store 
for  well  under  $10,  or  on  sale  from  time  to  time  for 
under  $5.  Wherever  you  buy  one.  make  sure  it  has 
"three  mode"  protection.  What  that  simply  means  is 
that  instead  of  just  one  MOV  (Metal  Oxide  Varis¬ 
tor),  there  are  three  of  these  devices  inside.  They 
look  just  like  disk  capacitors  (though  usually  col¬ 
ored  red  to  distinguish  them).  One  should  be 
soldered  between  the  ground  lead  (green)  and  the 
hot  (black)  wire,  one  between  the  ground  lead  and 
the  neutral  (white)  wire,  and  one  between  the  hot 
and  neutral  leads. 

MOVs  are  made  of  a  zinc  oxide  mixture,  placed 
between  two  electrodes.  The  device  acts  like  a  very 
high  value  resistor  under  usual  conditions.  When  a 
high  voltage  spike  comes  down  any  of  the  three 
wires,  the  MOV’s  voltage  threshold  (typically  130 
volts)  is  exceeded  and  the  device  conducts,  shorting 
out  the  spike  and  preventing  it  from  reaching  the 
computer. 

Some  years  ago,  when  surge  protectors  were 
unavailable  or  very  expensive,  1  began  to  make 
these  devices  at  a  cost  of  about  $10  each  and 


distribute  them  in  my  department  at  the  medical 
school.  Before  I  was  able  to  saturate  my  department 
with  them,  each  time  we  had  an  electrical  storm 
two  or  three  or  four  unprotected  computers  would 
be  damaged  or  have  their  brains  temporarily  scram¬ 
bled.  Protected  machines  came  through  the  ordeal 
unscathed.  Invariably,  the  next  day  would  find 
several  of  my  colleagues  in  my  office,  begging  for 
a  protector.  They  work. 

A  warning,  though.  MOVs  wear  out  with  time, 
and  you  cannot  tell  when  one  is  bad  unless  they 
actually  short  out  and  "let  the  smoke  out"  or  blow 
a  fuse.  After  many  spikes,  a  preferred  path  devel¬ 
ops  between  the  zinc  oxide  particles,  which  reduces 
the  resistance  until  the  device  actually  shorts  out. 
Some  claim  this  is  a  fire  hazard.  Apparently  com¬ 
puter  manufacturers  hesitate  to  include  MOVs  in  the 
power  supply  because  of  the  limited  life  characteris¬ 
tics  and  inability  to  tell  when  the  device  is  bad. 
Therefore,  if  you  have  a  surge  protector  that  is 
more  than,  lets  say,  five  years  old,  replace  it  or 
replace  the  MOVs. 

One  last  hint.  Tie  one  or  two  simple  overhand 
knots  in  the  power  cord  of  the  surge  protector,  or 
even  in  the  power  cord  of  the  computer  itself. 
Why?  In  the  event  of  a  close  lightning  strike,  it  may 
save  the  computer.  Lightning  does  not  like  sharp 
bends,  and  the  surge  of  high  voltage  electricity 
traveling  down  your  power  cord  will  balk  at  a  knot. 
It  will  probably  fry  the  cord  at  the  knot,  dissipating 
its  energy  in  the  act  of  making  the  cord  into  toast. 
Better  the  cord,  than  the  computer! 

An  experiment  done  by  a  leading  computer  guru 
proves  this  point.  In  a  large  office  with  many 
computers,  knots  were  put  in  the  cords  of  some, 
while  others  were  left  alone.  After  a  lightning 
strike,  every  machine  with  a  knot  in  its  cord  work¬ 
ed  fine  (after  replacement  of  the  toasted  cords). 
Those  computers  without  knots  in  the  cord  were 
ruined,  and  required  extensive  service  or  complete 
replacement.  A  knot  is  a  simple  insurance  policy, 
indeed!  Happy  computing.

Q.  How  can  I  tame  bad  sectors  on  my  hard  drive? 
A.  At  the  C  prompt  type  COPY  *.*  NUL,  telling 
the  computer  to  copy  files  to  nowhere.  As  the 
computer  goes  through  the  files  one  by  one,  it  tries 
to  copy  them  and  stops  on  a  bad  sector.  Write  down 
the  file  name  and  press  I  for  ignore.  From  your  list 
copy  those  files,  if  you  can,  and  rename  the  origi¬ 
nals.  The  bad  sectors  are  still  occupied  by  a  file  and 
won’t  be  used  again.  Another  way  is  to  use  diag¬ 
nostic  software  like  PC  Tools  or  Norton  Utilities. 

Q.  What  is  a  simple  way  to  check  how  many  bytes 
are  on  a  disk  before  1  back  it  up  or  copy  it? 

A.  Use  CHKDSK  to  add  up  the  total  number  of 
bytes  on  a  disk,  including  hidden  files,  user  files, 
allocation  units  and  disk  space.  This  will  tell  you 
how  many  floppies  you’ll  need.  CHKDSK  also  will 
show  the  amount  of  disk  space  available  if  you  want 
to  add  software  to  a  disk.

What  Hath  God  Wrought?

Editor’s  note:  In  our  December,  1995  issue,  we 
published  some  information  about  Dr.  Tom  King ’s 
work  using  Morse  code  to  assist  individuals  with 
communicative  disorders.  The  information  was 
reprinted  from  " MORSEls , "  a  publication  which 
helps  coordinate  these  efforts  with  other  people 
engaged  in  this  work.  The  following  story  provides 
more  details  about  this  important  endeavour,  which 
uses  a  ", marriage "  between  the  first  digital  code  - 
Morse  -  and  computers  to  give  the  speech-disabled 
a  means  to  communicate. 

Thomas  Edison’s  hearing  became  worse  when 
he  was  forty  years  old.  Unfortunately  he  did  not 
invent  a  hearing  aid,  but  instead  had  his  workers 
shout  in  his  ear  or  use  Morse  code.  After  his  first 
wife  died,  he  met  a  19-year  old  woman  named 
Nina.  So  they  could  talk  Tom  taught  her  Morse 
code,  too.  Eventually  he  tapped  out  his  marriage 
proposal  on  her  wrist  and  they  were  soon  married. 

Samuel  Morse  did  not  develop  his  original  code 
beyond  the  letters  of  the  alphabet,  numbers  and  a 
few  punctuation.  That  was  enough  for  Tom  Edison 
to  propose  to  Nina  but  it  limits  use  with  modern 
computers.  The  current  101-key  computer  keyboard 
has  new  applications  beyond  normal  Morse  code. 
There  are  needs  for  Morse  patterns  for  shift,  alt. 


delete,  enter,  various  commands,  mouse  control  and 
keyboard  arrow  inputs,  to  name  a  few. 

Fortunately  there  are  uses  of  Morse  code  be¬ 
sides  those  for  the  hard  of  hearing.  There  are 
around  20  manufacturers  or  developers  of  Morse- 
input  hardware  or  software.  They  concentrate  on 
use  in  Augmented  Alternative  Communications  or 
Assistive  Technology.  These  companies  could  use 
suggestions  from  CW  operators  to  formulate  new 
Morse  characters. 

Doctor  Thomas  King,  WF9I,  a  Professor  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin  -  Eau  Claire  Department  of 
Communicative  Disorders,  continues  to  promote  the 
use  of  Morse  Code  in  rehabilitation  and  education. 
At  learning  centers  and  childrens  hospitals  across 
the  country  various  Morse  Code  programs,  encour¬ 
aged  by  Tom,  are  being  used  or  tested  to  help 
people  talk  with  each  other. 

Tom  is  also  Editor  of  the  MORSEls  newsletter. 
Under  the  newsletter  title  you  will  see  MORSEls 
shown  in  Morse  code.  MORSEls  informs  folks 
about  the  important  information  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  using  code.  Tom’s  work  now  includes 
collaborative  efforts  with  the  UW-Madison  Trace 
Research  and  Development  Center,  and  John 
Hopkins  University  Center  for  Technology  in 
Education. 

Dr.  Tom  King  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you 
on  expanding  the  Morse  character  set  or  any  com¬ 
ments  you  may  have  on  this  subject.

amateur  service  accomodations.  State  and  local 
regulation  of  a  station  antenna  structure  must 
not  preclude  amateur  service  communications. 
Rather,  it  must  reasonably  accomodate  such 
communications  and  must  constitute  the 
minimum  practiable  regulation  to  accomplish  the 
state  or  local  authority’s  legitimate  purpose.  [See 
PRB-1,  101  FCC  2d  952  (1985)  for  details."  (Sold 
face  added  by  BSSS.) 

Codification  as  a  state  law  will  provide  radio 
amateurs  in  Wisconsin  an  important  additional  tool 
to  combat  ordinances  in  the  state  which  fly  in  the 
face  of  what  PRB-1  by  using  clever  "dodges,"  such 
as  exhorbitant  application  fees.  That  happened  in 
Racine  County.  But  codification  -  passage  by  the 
Wisconsin  House  and  Senate  and  signature  by  the 
Governor  -  will  happen  only  if  radio  amateurs  show 
their  support  for  the  bill. 

As  the  story  on  the  front  page  tells  us,  the  bill 
does  not  yet  have  a  number  assigned.  And  as  the 
story  also  says,  we  will  tell  you  when  it  does,  what 
the  number  is,  and  we  will  print  the  complete  text 
of  the  bill. 

The  bill  probably  won’t  curb  all  abuses  of 
power  or  violations  of  PRB-I’s  provisions,  but  it 
gives  us  another  tool  to  use,  either  to  prevent  an 
illegal  law  or  unenforceable  law  from  being  passed.

Spartan  Packet  Radio  Experiment  to  Test  GPS 


The  Spartan  Packet  Radio  Experiment  (SPRE), 
an  experiment  to  test  satellite  tracking  using  ama¬ 
teur  packet  radio  and  the  Global  Positioning  System 
(GPS),  will  be  among  those  aboard  NASA’s  Spar- 
tan/OAST-Flyer  spacecraft.  The  Spartan  spacecraft 
is  scheduled  for  launch  on  January  11,  1996, 
aboard  the  space  shuttle  Endeavor  as  part  of  mis¬ 
sion  STS-72. 

SPRE  was  developed  and  built  by  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Maryland  Amateur  Radio  Association 
(UMARA)  with  assistance  from  NASA,  volunteer 
engineers,  and  volunteer  software  professionals. 
The  spacecraft  is  a  cube-shaped,  battery-powered, 
retrievable  satellite.  Spartan  will  be  deployed  by  the 
shuttle’s  robot  arm  and  likewise  retrieved  after 
approximately  48  hours  of  free  flight.  SPRE  is 
designed  to  relay  ground-station  positions  and 
transmit  telemetry  containing  the  GPS  location  of 
the  spacecraft  and  housekeeping  data.  The  GPS  data 
will  be  generated  by  another  Spartan  experiment. 
Special  software  called  APRtrak  will  be  used  at 
SPRE  ground  stations  to  plot  the  positions  of 
stations  and  objects  worldwide  using  SPRE  trans¬ 
missions.  APRtrak  uses  full-color  maps  and  graph¬ 


ics,  and  it  can  display  detailed  maps  of  selected 
geographic  regions. 

Amateur  radio  ground  stations  can  transmit 
their  locations  to  SPRE,  and,  if  heard,  SPRE  wjll 
relay  GPS  information  back  to  Earth.  All  ground 
stations  within  range  of  SPRE  will  see  the  relayed 
stations  plotted  at  the  on  the  map  at  the  correct 
geographic  location.  The  APRtrak  software  also 
will  decode  and  display  SPRE  housekeeping  teleme¬ 
try,  including  temperatures,  voltages,  and  system 
status.  This  software  is  freely  available  on  the 
InterNet  for  installation  on  IBM  compatible  comput¬ 
ers. 

SPRE  hopes  to  involve  Amateur  Radio  opera¬ 
tors  throughout  the  world. 

Elementary  and  high  schools  are  encouraged  to 
enlist  the  aid  of  local  Amateur  Radio  operators  to 
set  up  ground  stations  and  participate  in  the  SPRE 
experiment. 

SPRE  will  use  a  ground  control  network, 
SPREnet,  consisting  of  specially  equipped  Amateur 
Radio  stations,  to  distribute  data  via  the  InterNet.

Called  "Productive" 

Responding  to  a  rising  number  of  unresolved  malicious 
interference  complaints  in  Amateur  Radio,  an  ARRL  Executive 
Committee  ad  hoc  panel  has  recommended  the  League  look  to 
Congress  for  a  long-term  solution.  The  ad  hoc  committee  was 
formed  to  look  into  why  the  FCC  failed  to  take  effective 
enforcement  actions  in  a  handful  of  cases  plaguing  the  amateur 
community. 

As  part  of  the  continuing  ARRL  effort  -  and  following  up 
on  earlier  meetings  by  ARRL  President  Rod  Stafford,  KB6ZV

These  control  stations  will  monitor  the  health  and  activity  of  SPRE  on  a 
downlink  frequency  of  145.55  MHz,  the  same  frequency  used  by  the  MIR  space 
station  and  the  Shuttle  Amateur  Radio  Experiment  (SAREX).  The  data  format 
is  completely  printable  ASCII  characters  and  is  fully  compatible  with  typical 
Amateur  Radio  packet  equipment.

I’sing  the  Wisconsin  Network  -  Part  1 1 

by  Andv  Nemec ,  KB9ALN 

Last  month  we  turned  in  a  slightly  different 
direction  in  our  exploration  of  the  Wisconsin 
Network.  We  started  to  explore  the  somewhat 
mysterious  world  of  the  TCP/IP  station.  We  learned 
iust  what  "TCP/IP"  is,  and  what  makes  them  different 
from  the  garden-  variety  "AX. 25"  station.  We  also 
learned  that  they  are  capable  of  the  "standard"  AX. 25 
protocol  so  that  they  can  communicate  with  "standard" 
stations.  And  we  learned  that  these  stations  can  also 
talk  to  Network  Nodes,  and  are  part  of  the  network. 
And  this  is  why  we  are  learning  about  them;  you  may 
encounter  a  TCP/ I?  station  that  functions  as  part  of 
the  network  and  we  should  learn  how  to  use  it  as  such. 

Most  IP  stations  you  will  come  into  contact  with 
use  the  network  in  a  different  way,  to  support  the 
TCP/IP  functions  of  the  system.  Because  of  their 
inhernet  versatility,  they  are  gaining  wide  usage  as 
"Packet  Switches".  They  can  handle  various  different 
protocols,  and  therefore,  can  do  many  different  jobs. 
Most  likely,  when  you  connect  up  to  one,  you  will  be 
connecting  to  what  looks  like  a  BBS.  But  a  TCP/IP 
station  can  and  is  often  used  as  a  node.  When  you 
connect,  you  may  get  a  greeting  screen  that  looks 
something  like  this:

The  first  line  you  see  identifies  the  program  in 
use  by  this  station,  which  is  called  "WN0S" .  WNOS  is 
an  abbreviation  meaning  "WAMPES  Network  Operating 
System",  WAMPES  is  a  group  of  Amateurs  from  Germany 
who  modified  a  program  written  by  Phil  Karn,  KA9Q 
called  NOS.  Virtually  every  flavor  of  TCP/IP  has  NOS 
in  it's  name.  The  "HMI$"  part  of  the  first  line  lets 
other  BBS's  know  that  this  station  will  accept 
forwarded  messages,  among  other  things.  The  second 
line  is  self-explanatory,  the  users  currently 
connected . 

The  third  and  fourth  lines  of  text  are  just  a 
greeting  and  an  instruction  as  to  how  to  do  a  keyboard 
chat  with  the  operator  of  the  station.  Notice  that  the 
fifth  line  mentions  a  "Mail  Area",  Every  one  who 
connects  up  to  the  station  has  a  personal  mail  area 
where  their  messages  are  stored.  You  log  onto  your  own 
personal  area.  The  user  connected  here  is  WX9APR  (a 
call  I  pulled  out  of  thin  air  for  example) ,  and  has  no 
messages.  If  you  were  to  connect  up  to  this  station, 
you  would  see  your  call  sign  in  place  of  this  one. 

Now,  to  the  command  line.  It  does  look  similar  to 
a  BBS,  doesn't  it?  There  are  a  fair  number  of  BBS 
function  in  there,  and  they  function  much  like  any 
other  BBS.  We'll  cover  each  command  specifically 
below: 

A  -  area  This  is  used  to  find  out  about  the 
various  mail  areas  available,  and 
allows  you  to  change  to  a 
different  one.  When  you  log  onto  a 
TCP/IP  station,  you  are  in  your 
personal  mail  area.  Those  of  you 
who  have  used  the  MSYS  BBS  systems 
may  be  familiar  with  the  concept 
of  message  categories.  The  mail 
area  is  very  similar.
